The knife blade entered the al)do- 
men about tw'o and one-half inches, 
but did not penetrate the intestines. 
The wound ir. a dan^^erous one, but 
the victim will have a fair chance for 
recovery tinless infection devoirps. 
The tw'O boys were fighting in the 
kitchen of tlieir home at the noon 
liour, W'hen the younger broth<^r seiz­ 
ed a butcher l;nife to protect Himself. 
His mother disarmed him, and the 
tw'O sons then proceeded to another 
room, hidden from 
their 
mother’s 
vi«\^. 
In a moment ;NTrs. Bailey heard the 
elder boy scream, and rushing into

discovered he had

stabbed, whil-* the blood spurted from 
the w'ound., A 'small pocket knife lay 
on the floor, the stabbing having been 
done with this w'eapon.
